RULING

the'new caucus law, and Secretary of

Judge Taft is chairman will be of ne- 
cessity a temporary body, exercising 
but a provisional authority over the 
islands, it is fully expected that when 
its work is done and a permanent head 
chosen for the civil government of this 
great archipelago the man who will be 
selected as the first governor will be 
Judge Taft. 


Probably this was one of the induce- 


ments taken into consideration by 
Judge Taft when he resigned a' life po- 
sition on the bench for tills temporary 
post. It is understood that Judge Taft 
•will receive '825,000 a year and that his 
colleagues on the commission will be 
treated with similar liberality. 


Judge Tat't is an Ohio man. He Is a 


resident of Cincinnati, where he has a 
sumptuous home on Walnut Mill. He 
was born in the Buckeye State, and It 
was in Cincinnati that lie began his ca- 
reer. Few men have resigned so many 
envied positions, but he has always re- 
tired from one post only to step into a 
better one. 


It is understood that the president's 


first impulse was to trust the establish- 
ment of the Philippine territorial gov-

Judge Taft and his colleagues will go 


to Manila and will relieve General Otis 
of all but strictly military matters 
•Itey will take over the customs and 
other services, establish schools aud 
courts and put the territorial machin- 
ery at work, assuming the chief places 
themselves according to their special 
fitness. 


The commission will take with it a 


large number of employees, as the gov- 
ernment now organized will be the 
foundation of all others to come so 
long as the Philippines remain terri- 
tory of the United States.

what lino will be drawn between th«> 
new commission's powers and the pow- 
er of General Otis or the military gov- 
ernors has not been definitely settled. 


Judge Taft is the son of Alphonso 


Taft, who was United States minister 
to Russia and had been attorney gen- 
eral under President Grant. He was 
torn In Cincinnati Sept. 15, 1857. He 
attended Vale university and was grad- 
uated in 1S78 with high honors and at 
once began the study of law. In 1880 
ne graduated at the Cincinnati Law 
school and was at once admitted to the 
bar. 


The next year he was appointed as- 


sistant prosecuting attorney of Hamil- 
ton county, which office he resigned in 
1632 to accept the office of collector of 
Internal revenue for the First district 
of Ohio, to which he was appointed by 
President Arthur. He filled this office 
but one year, when he resigned to re- 
sume the practice of law. 


In 1883 he was made assistant coun- 


ty solicitor, and when a little later 
Judge Harmon .resigned his place on 
the superior bench Mr. Taft was ap- 
pointed by Governor Foraker to fill 
toe vacancy. 
This tern, expired in 
isas, when Judge Taft was elected to 
succeed himself for the full term of 
five years. 


Before he could serve out his term 


however, President Harrison appoint- 
ed him solicitor general of the United 
Mutes, and ou May 17. 3302, he was 
again honored by t|,0 same president 
with the appointment as judge of the 
united States circuit court of appeals 


In June, 1SOC,. Judge Taft was mar- 


ried to Miss IIoloii J. Herron. daughter 
of ex-United States District Attorney 
John W. Herron of Cincinnati. Hl» 
family will accompany him to Manila, 
for wuicn place he will start on Much 
10.

LANDLORD FRED JONES MAKES 


A TIMELY DISCOVERY. 


MENU FOR SUNDATf. 


'Unfortunate Man Had Either Blown 


Out the Gas or Accidentally Turned 
It On After Turning It Out—Purely 
Accidental—Dr. W. H. Judd Worked 
For One Hour to Keep Life in Body. 


When Chris Fredoriekson went to bed 


at 1:40 o'clock this morning at the Hotel 
London, corner Milwaukee and 
Bluff 


streets, he fiither blew 'out the gas on re- 
tiring or accidently turned it on after 
turning out the light 


He 'vas all but dead when 
Landlord 


Fred R. Jones made the' discovery this 
morning. For one hour Dr. VV H. Judd 
worked hard to keep life in Frederick- 
son's body. 


At 1:30 o'clock this morning Fred- 


erickson entered the .hotel and tonight 
clerk Ernest 
Throne inquired if he 


could secure a'roam for the night. On 
being informed that he could be accom- 
modated Frederickson said: ''Do you 
blow out the gas when you go to bed?" 


Clerk Throne then gave Frcdarickson 


instructions as to what to do with the 
gas and so that he would not make a 
mistake ho went to Froderickson's room 
with him and 
demonstrated 
several 


times how to light and .turn.off the gas. 
Frederickson said that he-.would have no 
trouble in turning out the gas. Clerk 
Thome then went on duty. 


At 8:15 o'clock this morning Land- 


lord Jones smelled escaping gas on the 
second floor. 
Frederickson's room .was 


on the third floor aud to this room 
Landlord Jones had no trouble in trac- 
ing the escaping gas. The door was un 
locked. 
When 
opened 
out rushed 


enough;gas to kill-a dozen persons. 
Frederickson was on the bed' with his 
mouth open. He was all but dead. The 
gas jet was found hult turned on. . The 
windows were then thrown open.

Frederickson was carried to an adjoin 
ing room and Dr.' W. H,'Judd sum- 
moned. For one hour Dr, Judd worked 
over the apparently lifeless form. ,Fred 
erickson began to improve but was una 
ble to talk.
